"The Reconstructed City" la a French 
national exposition to teach, even at 
tula early date, how to rebuild the war 
wrecked portions of France when the 
war is ended. 
That the French gov- 


ernment Is already planning on an en- 
tire reconstruction of the cities de- 
stroyed by the movements of armies 
back and forth across the northern 
provinces is evidence of foresight of an 
unusual type. 


It la to be a French exposition en- 


tirely, and America's part has been 
only the sending by lumber manufac- 
turers of an exhibit showing the possi- 
bilities of American timber in this work 
of reconstruction. 


"The Reconstructed City" is In sev- 


eral sections, different parts of the ex- 
position being devoted to such depart- 
ments as road budding, city planning, 
city residence construction, city indus- 
trial buildings and rural work. la 
some cases the city planning depart- 
ment will wwk for an entire recon- 
struction on entirely new lines of the 
cities "which have been wrecked by 
bombardment In other cases only 
building construction along tho old 
streets will be required. The road 
work will be Important also, for shells 
have raised havoc with the famous 
highways of northern France. Ruined 
farms will be no small part of the 
problem of reconstruction. 


One lumber association, through its 


European agent, learned of the pro- 
jected exposition and was able to get 
an exhibit not only of southern build- 
ing types, but of typical American 
structural work, on the last ship leav- 
ing New Orleans before the exposition. 
The American lumbermen have a se- 
ries of models of buildings for city and 
farm, including a small mill construc- 
tion building for industrial purposes 
and models particularly of farm build- 
ings, such as an Ideal barn, swine 
house, poultry bouse and granary. Pho- 
tographs of groups of these buildings 
are Included, and the balance of the ex- 
hibit is made up of samples of southern 
pine in various stages from the origi- 
nal timber to tlic finished lumber. One 
of the unique features of the exhibit 
will be a relief plan of an ideal farm, 
with mod*! buildings worked In, and a 
landscape effect with hills In relief, 
streams and roads.

Teaching Men How to Repair Damage* 


Wrought by War. 


"The Reconstructed City" Is the name 


of the world's expo>itlon being held In 
Paris, and back of this exposition Is a 
story showing that with all Germany's 
wonderful efficiency the French are 
showing an equal amount of foresight. 
"The Reconstructed City" Is a French 
national exposition to teach, even at 
thla early date, how to rebuild the war 
wrecked portions of France when the 
war Is ended. That the French gov- 
ernment is already planning on an en- 
tire reconstruction of the cities de- 
stroyed by the movements of armies 
back and forth across the northern 
provinces is evidence of foresight of an 
unusual type. 


It is to be a Frenob. exposition en- 


tirely, and America's part has been 
only the sending by lumber manufac- 
turers of an exhibit showing the possi- 
bilities of American timber In this work 
of reconstruction. 


"The Reconstructed City" Is In sev- 


eral sections, different parts of the ex- 
position being devoted to such depart- 
ments as road budding, city planning, 
city residence construction, city indus- 
trial buildings and rural work. 
In 


some cases the city planning depart- 
ment will work for an entire recon- 
struction on entirely new lines of the 
cities which have been wrecked by 
bombardment. In other caaes only 
building construction along the old 
streets will be required. The road 
work will be important also, for shells 
have raised havoc with the famous 
highways of northern France. Burned 
farms will be no small part of the 
problem of reconstruction. 


One lumber association, through its 


European agent, learned of the pro- 
jected exposition and was able to get 
an exhibit not only of southern build- 
ing types, but of typical American 
structural work, on the last ship leav- 
ing New Orleans before the exposition. 
The American lumbermen have a se- 
ries of models of buildings for city and 
farm, including a small mill construc- 
tion building for Industrial purposes 
and models particularly of farm build- 
ings, such as an Ideal barn, swine 
house, poultry bouse and granary. Pho- 
tographs of groups of these buildings 
are included, and the balance of the ex- 
hibit Is made up of samples of southern 
pine In various stages from the origi- 
nal timber to tlie finished lumber. One 
of the unique features of the exhibit 
will be a relief plan of an Ideal farm, 
with model buildings worked In, and a 
landscape effect with hills In relief, 
streams and roads.

uniform pn <•, has been renewed by 
the result 01 the referendum recently 
held by the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States. The history of this 
referendum dates back to October, 
1014, when a committee was appointed 
by the Nati mal Chamber of Commerce 
tq Investigate the subject of the main- 
tenance of n,-ale prices. 


After se%nul months' Investigation 


It returned a re-port giving1 with detail 
the arguments for and against price 
maintenance and ending with this con- 
clusion: "Tom- committee is convinced 
that legislation permitting the main- 
tenance of resale prices, under proper 
restrictions, on identified merchandise, 
for voluntary purchase, made and sold 
under compititive conditions, would be 
to the best interest of the producer, 
the distributor and the purchasing pub- 
lic ,or consumer." 


Objections were heard from mer- 


chants who are opposed to the enforce- 
ment of uniform resale prices. The 
committee was instructed to make a 
further Investigation and submit an- 
other report. Percy S. Straus of New 
York and lioderick II. Rllft; of Day- 
ton, O., wero added to the committee to 
represent the opposition, and their atti- 
tude was ivcll known. 


A second icport was divided, seven 


of the members of the enlarged com- 
mittee reiterating the conclusion of the 
year before, while Mr. Straus, Mr. Rike 
and Mr. Armstrong signed a minority 
report declaims they "were "unable to 
approve of the principle of price main- 
tenance as being in the public interest. 
We recommend therefore that no fed- 
eral legislation be enacted on the sub- 
ject at this time."

The 
American Fair Trade league, an organ- 
ization of wholesale and retail mer- 
chants and producers, was aggressive 
in the -affirmative, whfio tbo big city 
department Store, mall order house and 
trading stamp associations did effective 
work In the negative. 
Speakers en- 


gaged in Joint debate before various lo- 
cal chambers of commerce and boards 
of trade. 


The opponents'of standard uniform 


prices on well known goods arc found 
In the laifro cities—mail order houses, 
big department stores, cut Hate drug 
stores and chain grocery stores that 
Insist they have a right to sell goods 
at any price they please and to use 
them in any way they please once the 
goods have been paid for. The smaller 
retailers and merchants doing business 
In the smaller towns, as a rule, have 
favored the standard price proposition, 
as they seldom cut prices on advertised 
trademark goods, and they feel the 
competition of the larger stores that 
use cut pikes as an advertisement and 
to give tho impression that they sell all 
articles at correspondingly low prices. 


Advocates of the principle of uniform 


prices havo urged that cut prices wero 
used by big business to crush little 
competitors; that low prices on well 
known brands of goods ^\cre made sole- 
ly with the intent of luring customers 
into their stores where they would 
buy other goods on which the prices 
not only hnd not been cut, but had 
actually been raised.

Nebraska. Senator Ashurst introduced 
In the senate a bill Identical with one 
of the Stephens measures, and Senator 
Borah of Idaho has also introduced a 
bill along tho same lines. 


Tho Stephens bill Is permissive in its 


provisions and Is In no sense com- 
pulsory, it merely provides that a 
grower (meaning the farmer) or pro- 
ducer of an article sold under a trade- 
mark or special brand may register it 
in Washington and file a schedule of 
the prices ut which the article Is to be 
sold at wholesale and at retail. The 
producer or manufacturer Is required 
to make uniform terms to all dealers 
and all consumers. 
Merchants who 


desire to handle the goods must sell 
them at no more and no less than the 
schedule prices. 


Objections to the bill are backed on 


the claim that It is in the Interest of 
producers and that It will give them 
the power to control prices to their 
own advantage and to tho detriment 
of tho retailer.

HINTS FOB PROGRESSIVE FARMERS 


Art you one of tbe boys in your 


community who li uttered 
In the 


1918 Ohio Corn Crowing Contest? 
How are you handling your toll, how 
m*ny times do you plan to cultivate 
your crop, and what yield do you 
expect to secure? 
Yields 
depend 


Upon the proper preparation of the 
seed bed, the 
cultivation of 
the 


crop, the use of manure and fertil- 
izer, and many other factors. 
Boys, 


study the methods used 
by Dewey 


Manes and the champions of other 
states if you would duplicate or in- 
crease their yields. 


Alfalfa In Ohio. 
That "alfalfa on every farm" will 


be realized in Ohio as far aa it is 
possfbla- 'Within the next few years, 
is the prediction of John 'Begg, of 
Putnam county, Ohio. He has Just 
returned from a speaking tour at 
farmers' Institutes, throueout Ohio. 
He reports that the su'bject of alfal- 
fa was on nearly every program and 
that the conditions under which the 
crop can best be grown are becom- 
ing better 
understood 
each 
year. 


Soil 
fertility 
was also 
foremost 


among the subjects discussed 
and 


Mr. Begg reports that Ohio farmers 
are seeing the necessity of making 
and caring for their manures better 
than in former days and that they 
also see the need of adding commer- 
cial fertilizer to balance 
up 
their 


manure and render it more efficient 
The bulletins of the Ohio Experi- 
ment Station he recommends highly 
to farmers who are interested in im- 
proving their soils. 


Large Fruit Yield. 


Five thousand bushels of apples 


were grown on a seven and one-half 
acre orchard by Thos. Thornberg, in 
Ashland county, Ohio. During 1912, 
1913 and 1914 the 
same 
orchard 


produced but six 'bushels ot wheat 
per acre at the time the orchard was 
set out. 
Mr. Thornberg cultivated 


the orchard <for the first five years 
and has since"kept up the grass 
mulch. The land was well fed with 
a heavy coat of manure and a lib- 
eral application of a high-grade fer- 
tilizer when it was planted and the 
same profitable 
management 
has 


since been maintained. 


Prof Its and Sizes of Farms. 


"Let it be remembered that there 


la more profit in a large yield on a 
smaller area than a smaller yield on 
a large area. 
If you have a small 


farm it is much 'better to have 
it 


well-drained and fertilized so 
that 


you will get a large yield from few 
acres," says Abe T. Hazelrigg. Vigo 
county, Indiana, who believes it is 
possible for every farmer to 
grow 


80 to 100 bushels of corn per acre. 
"Remember that the productiveness 
of the land must be maintained and 
the crcps furnished with plantfood. 
so that they can produce large yields 
profitably. 
Every 
farmer 
should 


study his soils and his crops 
and 


aaapt his methods to them." 


Rfciiig Farm Values. 


The present value of unimproved 


lands throughout the United States 
averages $45 per acre which is $5 
more than one year ago 
and 
$9 


more than four years ago, according 
to the census reports of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. According 
to the present gain, an unimproved 
farm in Ohio valued at 
$5,000 
is 


earning $450 in increased value an- 
nually. 
Through the 
growing of 


cover crops, the keening of li\e-stock 
and the building up of the soil with 
fertilizers and manures, increases in 
value of the unimproved farm may- 
be doubled. 


Hessian Fly. 


An opportune time is now at hand 


to observe the actions of the Hessian 
Fly in your community or in your 
own wheat. 
If it is there in large 


num'bers, as you will find by looking 
for the "flax seed" 
stage 
of 
the 


pest, it is time now that you begin 
to plan a fight. 
There are two broods, the spring 


and the fall. 
The 
spring 
brood 


doesn't 
migrate and here 
is your 


chance to kill thousands of them. It 
will be unprofitable for ---"t to burn 
the stu'bble where they live, and the 
best way to handle them, is to plow 
immediately after the 'crop is off. 
Once turned under, they never come 
outThis same plowing will do some- 
thing else. 
It will be the means of 


enabling you to .plow deeper for the 
crop that 
is to 
follow. 
Frequent 


harrowing will keep the weeds down, 
conserve the moisture and set free 
plant food. 
Along with this, com- 


mercial fertilizer, so important 
in 


feeding 
the 
land 
for maximum 


yields, will do its best. 


Experiments in 
Kansas 
showed 


that the yield of wheat was increas- 
ed as much as 2l bushels per acre 
on land that was summer plowed as 
compared to the yield on land plowed 
just before the seeding. 


I 
a Litmus paper test. Get a nickel's 
worth of blue litmus paper at the 
drug store, pack some of the 
toll 


from your field Into a hall, seeing 
that It is moist; then break the ball 
In halves, lay a strip of the paper 
between them and pro** firmly into 
a ball again. 
Allow this to remain 


from two to four 
minutes, 
break 


open and see what has happened. If 
the paper Is red, vour soil 
It) sour, 


and what must be done to 
Insure 
good cropa is to apply air-slacked 
lime at the rate of from 100 to 2,000 
pounds per acre or ground 
lime- 


stone at the rate of 1 to 2 tons can 
be used. .Do this after the wheat is 
cut and the land plowed. 


As concerns the fertility of your 


soil you can observe • the 
growing 


crop aid tell 
approximately 
the 


needs of the tail. We know 
that 


ammonia makes a quick start and a 
large vegetative growth; that phos- 
phoric acid hastens maturity 
and 


puts the plumpness into the 
grain, 


and that it is potash that puts the 
stiffness in the 
straw. 
Are 
the 


.stalks short and spindling? Do the 
heads fill out, and are the 
grains 


plump? 
Does the straw lodge or 


fall down? If these things happen 
It is a mute appeal from your land 
that it needs a properly balanced ra- 
tion in order to carry through to ma- 
turity and a heavy yield the crops 
that are sown on it. 


We nave seen old feed lots make 


six foot straw, yet yield not over 20 
bushels of wheat 
per 
acre. 
The 


trouble here was that there was too 
much ammonia in proportion to the 
amounts of'available phosphoric acid 
and potash. 
Very few of us indeed 


would say that on old feed lot would 
need fertilizer, but this is just what 
it does need, in order to balance the 
supply of plantfood and in this way 
enable it to put 
forty 
bushels of 


wheat on the forty 
bushel 
straw 


which it grows. 
The same thing is 


true of heavy rich 
soils, 
and 
of 


course where the soil 
is poor 
in 


everything, fertilizer should <be ap- 
plied which furnishes all the ele- 
ments needed. 


Bad to Have a Cold Hang On 
•Don't let your cold hang on, rack

AX.VUAL WASTE 


OF AVOOI> REACHES 


30 MILLION CORDS. 


Washington, May 
8.—There are 


more than 48,000 sawmills in 
the 


I'nited States, and their output of 
waste in the form of sawdust, shav- 
ings, slabs, and other wood refuse is 
estimated as 3G million cords 
per 


year. 
This is equal to over 
4 1-2 


billion cubic feet of waste, which is 
the capacity of a bin one-half mile 
high with a 'base covering a 
forty 


aero lot. 
Or, considering each cord 


to contain eighty cubic feet of solid 
wood with all the cracks and 
air 


spaces taken out, these 36 
million 


cords would make a block of wood 
more than a quarter of a mile on 
each edge. 


Perhaps one-half of this so-called 


waste product is not strictly speak- 
ing waated, 'but serves a useful pur- 
pose as fuel under the boilers. Much 
of the remaining IS million cords 
not only serves no useful purpose, 
but in most cases is a source of In- 
conu'iiionfe and danger, and 
coats 


the mill time and money.
